Two strains of tall fescue in 
tests at the UK Agriculture Ex¬ 
periment Station rated much 
higher in palatibility this year 
than Standard commiercial var¬ 
ieties, says Robert Buckner, agro¬ 
nomist. 

One strain, No. 45-50, describ¬ 
ed as a "vigorous, inbred line," 
was closely grazed. A second 
(unnamed and unnumbered) sy¬ 
nthetic variety also had good pal- 
I atability. These lines, after two 
I generations of selection for palat- 
ability, were tested by grazing 
j animals. 

The test plots included No. 45- 
j 50, the synthetic strain, alta fes¬ 
cue. Kentucky 31. and three Ken¬ 
tucky "naturalized" strains. 

Strains and varieties were seed¬ 
ed to 5 x 50-foot sod plots in 1954. 
The plots were grazed twice in 
1955 and four times in 1956, us¬ 
ing six beef cows at each grazing 
period. The animals had free- 
choice of strains and varieties in 
the test. 

Both the good performing 
strains rated high in payability 
when compared with other strains 
or varieties in the test. Herbag 
samples were analyzed chemi¬ 
cally to see if there is an asso¬ 
ciation between chemical com¬ 
position and palatibility. The bet¬ 
ter grazed strains, it was found, 
had a lower percentage of fiber 
and a higher percentage of pro¬ 
tein. 

These high-scoring lines have 
been further selected and new 
strains will be formed and tested 
for palatability and agronomic 
performance, for a number of 
years. If they perform satisfact¬ 
orily. then another two or three 
years will be needed to build 
seed supplies. • 


A statewide program to provide 
dental health education and em¬ 
ergency dental services to Ken¬ 
tucky children is now underway, 
the Kentucky State Dental Asso¬ 
ciation announced this week. 

The program will be carried 
out in cooperation with the Ken¬ 
tucky State Department of Health 
and will augment the Deport¬ 
ment’s present dental education 
program, according to F. W. Jord¬ 
an, D.D.S.’ Chairman of the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee of the Asso¬ 
ciation. The announcement came 
as the result of a resolution made 
recently by the Committee. The 
resolution commended the State 
Department of Heolth on its den¬ 
tal education program, and re¬ 
commended “the establishment of 
demonstration projects in all 
county health departments." 

The plan is to have public 
health personnel from state and 
county health departments ex¬ 
amine school children, in order 
that local dentists may concen¬ 
trate on making actual correct* 
ions of the children’s dental con¬ 
ditions. The public health per¬ 
sonnel performing this service 
will be under the general super¬ 
vision of J. F. Owen. D.D.S.. Dir¬ 
ector of the State Health Dep¬ 
artment's Division of Dental 
Health, through the local health 
departments and health officers

enable us to reach a far greater 
number of children than we have 
been able to reach before." Dr. 
Jordan said.
